Waitn 
the appomtment of General 
Ely, wno as Chairman ot 
the Irench Chiefs ot Stall 
ranks as the highest mem- 
ber of the French armed 
forces, tne boust m meric 
js assured, and when he

Mr Tep Phan rejected China’s 
ins.stence on applying the ban 
on reinforcements that would 
follow an armistice to all three 
Indo-Chinese 8 ates — Victnam, 
Laos ang Cambodia. 

He sald that when Cambodio 
returned to normal and was 
ngain at peace, the country 
would need military cquipment 
from obroad, though it would 
only seck to meet its own needs. 

Mr Tep Phan said the only 
task for the armistice commis- 
sion in Cambodia would be to 
supervise the withdrawal of the 
invading Victminh battalions.

“As soon as Welch had broken 
the clinch, Jess rushed again, 
forcing Johnson into Willard’s 
corner, where the finish came.

“The fading champion's legs 
quivered and again the towering 
xiant feinted for the body.

The 
arrangement was that my wife 
was to signal me from the ring- 
side when the promoters had 
paid her my purse money, and 
then I was to go down and stay 
down for the count. 

“Every round I watched for 
the signal, but none came, and 
I kept right on fighting. Ir 
they were going to double-cross 
me, I was golng to cap it by 
knocking out Willard. Finally 
the money was handed over to 
my wife in the 26th round, and 
in thot round I went down, with 
my hands over my head to pro- 
tect my eyes from the glaring 
sun.”

Tom Flanagan, the Canadfan 
athIcte who trained Johnson for 
the ‘fight, told us later how false 
was Johnson's “confession.”

Mother had brought two 
caravans from England.

» THELESS, my friends 

returned . to school very 
happily, and most of them passcd

On June 28 my mother and I, 
together with her friend, Mrs 
Cresswell, who had Just returned 
from England, and my friends 
Ljuba Kustic, antl Mlomir Moto, 
drove down ‘by slow stages 
through Boania, Hertzogovina, 
Murtenegro and Dalinathi to 
Milocer, living: in our caravans 
on the way. 


Durlng the frst month in 
Malocer J continued my naval and

There is a difference be- 
tween temporary — loss of 
consciousness and continued 
coma, Many persons faint 
aso result of minor causes 
nad temporary — conditions 

fatiyue, hunger, excite- 
mnent, poor ventilation, tight 
collars, grief, joy, rage or 
excessive excitement. Faint. 
ing is usually easily recox- 
nived by the pallor of the 
fuce and the quick re- 
covery when the patient {is 


Inid flat, with head low, 
tight clothing loosened, and 
fresh air provided. 


Not Merely Drunk! 


A’ study of a series of 
such patients brought into 
a large city hospital shows 
that roughly six out of 10 
are drunk, But this — is 
nu dangerous conclusion 
agninst which young phy- 
sicians and interns are care- 
fully warned, So are police 
officers, A person may be 
drunk. He may smell of 
alcohol and chemical tests 
may show him to be in- 
toxicated. And yet he may 
also be suffering from some 


other condition. If a hasty 
assumption is made that 
the persan is merely drunk, 
and he is thrown in gaol to 
sleep it off—he may be 
dead in the morning, of one 
of the other important 
causes of coma, 

Of the four out of 10 
who are not drunk, the 
largest number is uncon- 
scious as a regult of some 
brain condition — haemor- 
rhage (stroke), infectious 
disease oor brain tumour. 
Next in frequency ure in- 
ternal hemorrhages, which 
may be due to peptic ulcers 
or to bursting of weakened 
blood vessels (aneurysms) ;

Time is usually valuable, since 
Pp first aid may saye life. 

If the patient is known to 
have had diabetes, for example, 
he mny be in diabetic coma, or 
if he js taking insulin, insulin 
sbock. What he was doing im- 
mediately before the coma came 
on may be a clue, Had he ever 
attempted suicide? In some in- 
stances, the finding of an un- 
constlous person in a closed 
pyuroge with the motor of his car 
running is in itself a tp-off ag 
{o probable cause, 


Cautious First Aid 


Whit can the non-medical 
bystunder do when a patient Is 
found unconscious, or becomes 
sv” Perhaps the best he can do 
In many circumstances is to re- 
strain the enthusiast who insiste 
on “doing something” — no 
matler what. There is more 
danger of doing the wrong thing 
than of falling to do the right 
one, Eyen in coma, there is 
usually time enough to get 
medical treatment, In the mean- 
time protecting the patient as 
best you can. Of course, bleed- 
Ing always requires immediate 
control, 

The appearance of the In- 
dividual is helpful, If his face 
{x pale, the head is best kept at 
u low level; if flushed, it may be 
elevated on a low pillow or 4 
rolled up coat. If the patient Is 
hot with fever, he does not need 
blankets unless it is outdoors 
and the temperalure is low. 1! 
he Is cold, keep him warm, but 
not too hot. The former plan 
of using hot water bottles has 
been abandoned in most in- 
stances in favour of simply 
enough § covering to avoid 
chilling. No unconscious per- 
son should ever be given any- 
thing to drink—attempting to 
force fiuids into the mouth of 
such a person {fs Mkely to cause 
drown! from the filling of the 
lungs with the fluid offered. if 
breathing has stopped, ortificial 
respiration must be begun, and 
kept up until the doctor arrives. 
If there are convulsions, the 
patient should be eased to rest 
in os, comfortable o place as is 
available, and prevented: from 
falling or injuring himself.

The bees must touch the 
queen to get the dope. [f a 
queen bee is placed in a wire- 
mesh cage so that the workers 
can see her but cannot touch 
her they soon become dissatls- 
fied and start lo rear new 
queens,

“Of oll factors which help tu 
keep the members of a colony 
of bees together, the strong 
desire for ‘queen substance’ is 
probably the most important.” 
Dr Butler writes in his magni- 
ficently illustrated book, “The 
World of the Honeybee’ 
(Collins, 218.) 

There is no evidence that 
worker wasps or bumble-bees 
get “dope’ from their queens, 
but ants and termites do.

I have already discovered— 
and of course my father has met 
it down the years—-that the 
older golfers who complain most 
about their limitations are the 
ones whose equipment for (he 
Job ls the worst in the club, By 
equipment lo omean clubs. So 
mony of them are striving for 
Hood ONgures with three old 
jrans nck a number seven doing 
everything within 100 yards of 
the pin. 


CHECK YOUR CLUBS 


The answer to that, of course, 
is that any older golfer who 
husn't the right equipment just 
cunnot hope to play well. [ 
couldn't get reasonable figures 
with the odd clubs I have seen 
wround various courses, And I 
um osure their owners can't. I 
Iecunnot urge too strongly any 
‘older golfer who wants to get 
‘more from hig golf to go along 
tu hiy professional and have a 
good check over for the right 
gear, He will be astonished 
how much help he will be able 
to get from the new club ranges. 


And because they didn’t have 
wedges in the old days, please 
don't turn your nose up at one 
today. Properly used it can be 
a stroke - saving Instrument. 
What's more it is a club older 
golfers can use well. 

So—checking over the maln 
points~—-make sure of your pivot 
and look after your hand power; 
forget ubout the length you 
used to boast about; try the 
trick of the high tee and the 
ball hit off the Ieft toe; accept 
your years philosophically and 
resolve to make them pay you 
Instead of haunt you--in terms 
of experience and stroke-saving 
work round the greens. 


Finally, pleasure in golf 
menns a lot to most of us and 
more, probably, to older people 
than to young; so why not get 
gear for the Job? 
Some of the new clubs really 
are wonderful. Why not seo 
your pro and try them?

Salisbury, Southern 
Rhodesia, June 4. 

The Southern Rhodesian 
Government decided tonight | 
to declare a state of emer- 
gency because of strike 
threats and a national coal 
shortage. 

‘Raflway tremoen in Salisbury 
have struck for higher wages 
despite threats of prosecution 
and dismissal ond men at 
Bulawayo and other cities aie 
supporting them. 

The railways have warned 
that anyone who stops work will 
be Instantly dismissed. 

But several branches of the 
railway union have threatened 
to bring out all grades if any 
of the striking Mremen are im- 
prisoned. 

The firemen’s strike Is MWegal 
under the Industrial Concilla- 
tlon and Railways Act. The’ 
Southern Rhodesian Govern- 
ment has said it would pro- 
secute men taking part in the 
stoppage. 

A few hours before the de- 
ciston on declaring a state of 
emergency was announced a 
Government spokesman had 
sald that barring a complete 
shut-down it was expected to 
maintain coal, petrol and wheat 
supplies. 

Salisbury power station has

Representatives of the 
major “atomic” powers—the 
United States, France, 
Russia, Canada and Britain 
—have been mecting here 
for three weeks ns a sub- 
committee of the United 
Nations Disarmament Com. 


mission. 

The delegates were charged 
with finding an “acceptable” 
solution to the disarmament 
problem, Including atomic con- 
trol, and are due to report back 
to the full Commission by 
July 15.
